Mr. Pinchot declares that the events 
of the last month have made it ap­ 
parent that Senator La Follette’s can­ 
didacy will neither hold the progres­ 
sive Republicans together as a fight­ 
ing force nor prevent the nomination 
of “ a reactionary Republican.” 
‘‘The course which the senator has 
sleeted to pursue,” says Mr. Pinchot,

T he m ovem ent to erect a m onum ent 
for the C o nfederate dead in the A r­ 
lington N ational cem etery, s ta rte d sev­ 
en years ago by the W ashington c h a p ­ 
ters of th e D aughters o f th e C onfed­ 
eracy and th e Sons of Veterans, has 
finally 
been crow ned 
w ith 
success. 
Only a few th ousand dollars of the 
entire su m needed rem ain to be su b ­ 
scribed. 
It is proposed to erect the s ta tu e at 
th e plot in Arlington w here the re­ 
m ains of m ore th a n 2G0 C onfederate 
soldiers are buried. 
All the expense 
attach ed to collecting and reinterring 
these bodies w as borne by the n atio n ­ 
al governm ent, 
At the tim e this sec­ 
tion of th e national cem etery w as set 
aside fur th e C onfederate dead a por­ 
tion w as reserv ed in the center of the 
plot for th e erection of a mem orial 
an d perm ission g ran ted by congress 
for its erection. 
L eaders in the m ovem ent say th a t 
it is peculiarly fitting th a t the m em o­ 
rial should be at Arlington, th e estate 
of the “ hero of the lost cause.” 
A r­ 
lington has long been one of th e most 
frequently visited points of the coun­ 
try in the vicinity of W ashington, and 
the memorial w hen completed will be 
observed by practically all the visitors 
to the capital.
